‘We Have Only Begun To Fight’

The teen-age son of a Baptist 
pastor friend of mine in a sou- 
thern city recently answered an 


{ad in a sports magazine for a 


small trinklet, for which the 
boy sent 25 cents. Back came 
the trinket—and half a dozen 
unspeakably| obscene pictures. 
Letters followed, from an “art” 
company in; California, telling 
the boy he could get more such 
pictures and that he could sell 
them to his|school mates at a 
profit. a| 

Shocked and angered, the par- 
ents of that boy turned the pic- 
tures over to their local post- 


jmaster, who|sent them to the 


Post Office; Department in 
Washington. I learned from an 
official in Washington that a 
quick check fpund no “art” firm 
at the address given. The mer- 
chants of smut had shifted to 
another place. But they are 
doubtless still! in business! 

The incident discloses a com- 
paratively new angle of the big 
traffic in indecent publications 
of all kinds — a drive to sell 
pornographic prints to teen-ag- 
ers in junior, and senior high 
schools. 

Summerfield Speaks 

“This is one of the most -i- 


; cious and criminal activities of 


the whole pornography busi- 
ness,” Post-Master General Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield told 
group of churchmen. “I urge’ ey- 
ery parent, every teacher, every 
person who finds such filth com- 
ing through the mails.to send it 
immediately to the Post Offite 
Department. We shall try .our 
best to catch up with these mer- 
chants of obscenity.” ye 

Mr. Summerfield estimates 
that one million children re- 
ceived obscene material through 
the family mail box during (1959, 
and that if the vicious racket is 
not checked, the volume of this 
smut will double within four 
years. 1 

It is well for people who be- 
lieve in decency to take stock 
of our battlelines. Are we gain- 
ing — or losing — in this fight 
to combat the moral corruption 
and spiritual destruction caused 
by pornography? ;

Are we Christian people go- 
ing to shrink from this challenge 
that comes from the smut mer- 
chants, the entertainment in- 
dustry and the courts as well? 
Or are we going to rise up to 
carry the battle, unitedly and 
courageously, on every front? 

Suggested Action 

What can we do? I suggest 
this program of action: 

1, We who are parents can 
{watch for obscene materials 
through the mails and see to it 
that our children are protected 
by the postal authorities. 

2. We can write a letter to 
our two United States senators 
and the congressman from our 
district, asking what they are 
doing to strengthen the laws 
against obscenity and the dis- 
| tribution of indecent materials 
by mail, truck or any other 
means of transportation, and 
pledging support to their efforts 
to protect the public from this 
immoral tide. We can contact 
our state senators and legisla- 
tors, our district attorneys and 
municipal police, to become fa- 
miliar with state and local laws 
against obscenity and see to it 
that they are enforced.

3. We can organize Decent

The Maligned Rat

recently portrayed the rat as our “Public Enemy No. 1. ’ 
The rat, stated the cartoonist, causes damage in the United 
States alone each year totaling a billion dollars and, in the 
past millennium, has brought about more deaths than all 
the wars of history. 

Well, I am no friend of the rat, but let’s give even the 
rat his dues. For we have many public enemies here in 
America who are far and away more qualified for the No. 
1. slot as enemies of our society than Mr. Rat. To mention 
a few: 

Our accepted, highly res ected, lucrative and legal li- 
quor industry. Liquor is so adly that just one cocktail 
or one beer is sufficient to affect the decision-making pro- 
cesses of the drinker’s brain to the extent of making him 
a hazard on the highways. And whereas the rat is charged 
with destroying a billion dollars’ worth of property in our | 
land each year, this is a mere pittance when compared with | 
what liquor costs us. 

The liquor industry collects for its poisonous wares ten 
and a half billions annually—more than three times as 
much as all of us give to churches and to benevolent causes. 
And that does not include the property and homes and in- 
dividual lives broken and destroyed by liquor. 

Between 10,000 and 15,000 lives are snuffed out an- 
nually on our highways and streets because of liquor drink- 





- ers, and hundreds of thousands are maimed for life. 


Yet, dozens of times daily the advertisers and enter- 
tainers of TV and movieland come into our homes to 
preach to our children that “beer belongs” and that liquor 
is a part of our accepted and honorable way of life. 

ot the least of the candidates for Public Eenemy No. i 
is the gambling industry, which, legally and illegally, is 
sapping the moral and spiritual strength of millions of our 
povie each year, robbing them and making robbers of 

em. 

Ahead of the rat we would place the producers and 
purveyors of trashy literature, pornographic films and pic- 
tures which now constitute one of the most lucrative and 
character-undermining businesses among US. 

Shame on us if we would try to throw off on the poor 
little rat as “Public Eenemy No. 1” while we are accepting 


| these real enemies and doing nothing to rid our country

So, the kingdom is spiritual, 
not physical or material. It is, 
therefore, personal. For Jesus 
said, “The kingdom of God com- 
eth not with observation . , . for, 
behold, the kingdom of God is 
within you” (Lk. 17:20-21.) 

Jerusalem 

The point is that you are not 
to think of the kingdom | as 
something that is purely future, 
that will be instituted for a mil- 
lennium with headquarters | in 
Jerusalem. Indeed, the kingdom 
will apparently be consummated 
in some fashion. But of present 
importance is the fact that the 
kingdom is the reign of God in 
the human heart. And he may 
reign in yours if you so will.

The kingdom is past. How- 
ever, it is not entirely past, for 
it is also present and future. 

The kingdom is past (not pas- 
sed!). Jesus said, “I with the 
finger of God cast out devils no 
doubt the kingdom of God is 
come upon you” (Luke 11:20), 
Quite literally, what he said 
was, “The reign... came.” The 
tense, of course, is past. For 
Jesus cast out devils in his day 
from one end |of Palestine to 
the other. 

And he continues to do so till 
this hour. Co, the kingdom is 
present. That is, it exists today 
—in the process of extension. 

Moreover, the kingdom ‘is fu- 
ture. Because “the kingdoms of 
the world became the kingdoms 
of our Lord, and his Christ: and 
he shall reign for ever and 
ever” (Rev. 11:15). 

“Kingdom” . 

A matter of no small signifi- 
cance is the meaning of “king- 
dom.” The Greek basileia (king- 
dom) is thought by most contem- 
porary New Testament scholars 
to have the sense of dominion, 
not domain. It means reign, not 
realm. f i 

Hence, when oné thinks of the 
kingdom, he should not envision 
a domain or realm having geo- 
graphical boundaries, capital 
cities, etc. Rather should _he 
think in terms of the personal 
relationship (reign or dominion) 
between the sovereign and sub- 
ject, that is, between God and 
man, :
